NEW ENGLAND ANTI-SLAVERY CONVENTION. 


Among the anniversaries held annually in Bos- 
ton hy the various moral and religious societies of 
New England, there is none so full of interest, es- 
specially to the admirers of genuine native elo- 
quence, as that of the anti-slavery society. While 
in the city, during the late anniversaries, we spent 
several hours at the meetings of this - in the 
tened With" mE We edhe MIA though, we lis- 
sentiments uttered by these stern, uncompromising 
champions of abolition, yet we must confess that no 
where have we heard more splendid outbursts of 
eloquence than those which shook the walls on this 
occasion. The meetings at each of these places 
were attended by dense crowds of people, of all 
sects and parties, who filled the main floor, the 
aisles and the galleries of these large edifices almost 
to overflowing. Whigs, democrats, liberty men, 
non-resistants, community men, and men of color, 
were there, and the frequent interruptions of the 
meeting by Joud stampings, cat-calls and hisses, 
showed that the sneaking, cowardly, ruffian mohoc- 
racy was represented in full numbers. On and 
about the platform might be seen the most maguifi- 
cent array of anti-slavery talent that America, or 
perhaps the world can boast. There was the elo- 
quent and intrepid Garrison, the brilliant, silver- 
tongued Parties, the ardent, vehement, yet strong 
minded Bur.etes, the cool, intellectual CHannine, 
the fearless, fiery-souled, uncompromising Pix1s- 
BURY, the sarcastic, denunciatory Foster,and nu- 
merous others of hardly less note or ability, who 
have won to themselves distinction by their readi- 
ness to speak outon all occasions in behalf of strug- 
gling humanity, without regard to popular jeers or 
— ; 

he opening speech on Thursday morning was 
made by ‘ Father Henry, as we think he was called 
—a silver-headed, frank-looking old man, whose 
impassioned, enthusiastic manner, ebullient humor, 
and frequent sallies of quaint eccentric wit,oonvuls- 
ed the audience with roars of laughter. Next follow- 
ed G. W. F. Mees, a rather self-sufficient young 
limb of the law, belonging to the Liberty Party, who 
commenced boring the assembly with a long, te- 
dious, vaporous speech in reply to Foster, te 
to show the unconstitutionality of slavery. ‘The 
audience not relishing the speaker, whose ideas 
found vent with a great deal of difficulty, and were 
altogether too obfuseated for popular comprehen- 
sion, n speedily to manifest signs of impatience, 
and a rmination to ‘choke him at the 
threshhold. He had not proceeded far with his 
hair-splitting distinctions, when his voice was sud- 
denly drowned by a loud clapping from the gal- 
leries; lasting for some two or three minutes; 
the noise subsiding, he attempted to renew the 
scarcely repeated, 
‘The Constitu——, when the clapping was renew- 
ed, still more violently ; a third time he begau, ‘ The 
Constitution declar—, and the audience burst out in- 
to acontinua cheering, snatches of song were sung 
with a chorus around the long galleries, canes were 
rattled on the floor, and a hundred heels beat time 
aguinst the seats, making all together an uproarious 
scene of confusion, to which nothing but bedlam 
broke loose would afford a parallel. 

Mr. Mellen being compelled abruptly to close 
his speech, Mr. Garrison next took the platform, 
and for upwards of half an hour poured out his 
caustic and eloquent denunciations of Gov.

Intuitive habit of mind, than from his perfect knowl- 
edge and command of his subject. His early mod- 
(el, itis said, was Edward Everett—but he hn too 
much original genius to be the servile imitator of 

any man. With hardly fewer graces of oratory than 
| Everett, he has fur more energy, vigor, and deep 
|fervor of feeling. When attacked in debate, he 
| does not, like Burleigh or Garrison, smite down his

. Lappearance of the speaker—his tall, commanding 
| orm his noble intellectual forehead, bis piercing 

grey eye, long, flowing hair, thick bushey heard, 

and coarse looking garments—and as he stood up 
amid the vast sea of faces, reaching from centre to 
ceiling, and changing from one expression to anuth- 
er beveath the sway of his fiery eloquence like the 
wind-swept waves ina storm, we almost felt our- 
selves carried back in imagination to the days of 
Peter the Hermit, and listening to that mighty en- 
thusiast as he exhorted the multitudes of Europe to 
oin in the crusade against the enemies of the cross. 
During his speech he was frequently interrupted by 
a shrewd non-resistant opponent, who atempted to 
perplex him with all kinds of knotty questions, but 
this, sr far from disthbring him, or checking the 
rapid flow of his eloquence, only added stimulus to 
his intellect, and increased his vehemence. Like 
most of his associates, he seems to delight in the 
badgering and excitement of opposition, and speaks 
always with an intense earnestness and in a straight 
forward energetic manner, that seem to imply a 
deep , conviction of the importance of what he utters, 
purposes than ‘that ot Ttinding periods, * ponshing 
away at the corners of ideas, and practising on his 
hearers the trickeries of oratorical surprise. 

On Thursday at Faneuil Hall, the Mexican war 
still continued the theme of discussion, and Rev. 
Wm. H. Cuannine led off the debate, denouncing 
President Polk and Gov. Briggs in unsparing terms. 
He declared unscrupulously that, if compelled to 
fight, he would take sides with Mexico, and he fer- 
vently hoped that in the present contest, that power 
would acquit herself with honor. These sentiments 
were hissed at as treasonable by some, while others 
of the audience clamorously applauded. One of 
|the most sarcastic of the speakers, who followed 

Mr. C. while ridiculing the people for their coward- 
lice and lick-spittle subserviency tothe government, 
jand declaring that not one present dared enlist for 
| the war, was interrupted by a stout, strapping, irori- 
| sided old fellow in the crowd, who fly, gave him 
| the lie direct, and claimed the prviige of the stand. 
/The.speaker giving way, the old fellow—Seth 
Luther of Newport jail memory—took the platform 
amid shouts of applause, and read a letter, intended 
to be sent to President Polk, in which, after re- 
counting his grandfather’s services under Wash- 
ington, and his own servives under ‘Gov. Dorr, in 
‘the late Algerine War in Rhode Island) he offered 
his aid to the President in any warlike capacity to 
which he was fitted. 


But the grand feature of the afternoon’s perform- 
auces was the speech of Rev. Tuzopore Parken, 
of the Melodeon congregation. For piercing wit, 
and keen and stinging sarcasm, we have seldom 
heard it paralleled. It abounded, too, with splendid 
imagery, and bursts of brilliant declamation, and, in 
spite of its unpopular character, chained throughout 
the attention of the better taper of the audience, 
as if by hooks of steel. sins, failings, atid 
ae, of the American clergy, were las! 
with terrible severity. In ng ye of the religious 
character of Massachusetts, he said that twice in 
the year, the people were called to bow before the 
Lord—once in fasting and prayer, once in thanks- 
giving and praise; but not a single proclamation 
Sed by the Governor on these occasions had ever, 
in all their multiplied topics, made the slightest 
mention of American bondage! Some caustic re- 
mark having provoked a hiss from the galleries, he 
| paused a moment in his harangue, and turning bis 
face in the direction of the noise, said with a look 
lof perfect calmness and composore, ‘This is the 
‘first time in my life that I have ever been greeted 
| with a hiss—probably I ought to look upon it as a 
i f that I have not been always true to my duty” 
| His sarcastic allusions to the temporising conduct 
lof the government in regard to Oregon, where we 
had to contend with the gigantic power of England, 
‘compared with our readiness to grasp pers oot of 

Texas, where we have only to contend with a weak 
| nation torn by internal dissentions, had a stinging 
effect upon some of the audience, and he was greet- 
led with a shower of hisses. He continued upbraid- 
ing the North for making money out of slavery, and 
| sald, ‘Seventy years ago, the first three items of 
the religious creed of chisetts were as fol- 
lows. ‘I believe in God, the Father Almighty ; I 
believe in Jesus Christ; | believe in the Holy Ghost; 
and these three are one God.’ Now the practical 
creed is, ‘I believe in the Gold i I 
believe in the Silver Dollar—I believe in the corner 
Cent ; and these three make one Money” This hit 
was received with a tremendous burst of appla 
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over Mexico, and he fervently desired that it migh’ 

be without invasion or bloodshed. Having spoken 
an hour or more in this strein, he sat down amidst 
a tusnult of aapognens hisses. After a few more 
speeches, the Convention passed a ye 6 of reso- 
lutions, dissolving the Union, &c. at dark, 
quiedy broke up and dispersed.

positions being taken in reference to the wickedness 
of slavery, or to the wickedness of state or church, 
lor these are seldom, if ever, stronger than we can 

endorse, Nor is it that we object to the very stroug 
aud severe language being used, for the case re-} 
quires some such language. But it is an apparent 
atteinpt, on the part ofa few of the speakers, to get 

off, one after another, in quick succession, the most 

sareastic, and cutting, and (unexplained) extrava- 
gant expressions they can think of. We once knew 

a minister who appeared to delight in this kind of 
expression more than in almost any thing else, and 

to study to say the most provoking things possible. 

When he was able to get a sermon uncommonly 

full of them, he would say he was going into the 

pulpit ‘to shake a hernet’s nest about bis people’s 
eurs’ But we never saw any good result of this 
mode of preaching. Aud we are satisfied that it is 
these rash expressions to which we refer, and not 
to the strong positions or strong language that is 
used in anti-slavery meetings that generally calls 

out the mob spirit, We wish then that there might 

be au improvement in this respect. And hundreds, 
even of the best old organized anti-slavery move- 

ment, Wish the same. Nearly all do, 

Still this movement is the great leading humani- 
tary movement of the age. It guards the rights of 
man, the rights of universal man, with a more jeal- 
ous eye than any other popular organization among 
us; and pleads for those rights in an earnest, selt- 
sacrificing spirit that is worthy of all commendation. 
It embodies in itself, men and women of whom the 
world is not worthy—the very salt of the earth ; 
their spirit also inspiring many of them with an 
eloquence that is moving the world from the foun- 
dation of its wickedness. The church itself is im- 
proving under its influence. Itis teaching that mam- 
moth and boasting professed representative of Christ, 
that without the love of man, its religion is a mere 
mockery ; and teaching it this with an authority that 
cannot be resisted. Why, the church is every 
where beginuing to profess to be anti-slavery! But 
we have scareely a doubt that it would have been 
propping up slavery with texts of seripture to this 
very day, had it not been for the anti-slavery move- 
ment. It would not have dreamed of its being a 
sin against God, and heaven-excluding. The priest 
and Levite would still have been too worthy to be 
spoken of as the representatives ofit. But it is now 
awakening to a consciousness of its obligations to 
love and dv good to man, as the enly genuine fruits 
er ofall benevolence, we give thanks to the anti-sla- 
very movement. Let it go forward then faithfully, 
in its appointed work, and we bid it God speed, 
hoping it will divest itself of its errors anc extrava- 
gancies, but determining to give it our feeble sup- 
port, though it fall far below our idea of what it 
ought to be.

(1) Our charges were based on as strony evidence 
as we deem sufficient to enable us to make up a 
sound judgment in any case. They were not made 
hastily, but were duly considered, and we believe 
were entirely deserved. There is nothing in this de- 
fence to rebut, but much to confirm them. 

(2) If there be one thing more deserving of ap- 
plause than another, it is. when a man ingenuously 
confesses that he has done wrong, and manifests true 
contrition. But Mr, Clapp’s whole course, since he 
has taken a position hostile to the Liberator and 
Standard, the American and Massachusetts A. 8. 
Societies, all organized anti-slavery Conventions, 
&e. &c., demonstrates that his object, in retracting 
his charges against the Liberty party, was selfish, 
base, malicious—merely to get into the * good gra- 
ey, and aid him in his evil purpose Under such 

(3) We did not know any such thing. Personally, 
we had no acquaintance with Mr. Clapp, at the time 
alluded to. Possibly, we did him great injustice, in 
our allusion to his moral reputation, but not inten- 
tionally so. If any one, intimately acquainted with 
Mr. C's career, especially during his residence in 
New-Orleans, can truly say that we have castan un- 
just imputation upon his character, we will acknowl- 
edge the error into which we were led by false im- 
pressions. 

(4) This is a forgery. We made no such declara- 
tion. 

(5) This, also, is language falsely attributed to 
Mr. Pillsbury. Is Mr. Clapp's ally utterly deficient 


against it, * to prevent a riot,’ clearly reveals him to_ 
be on the side of our enemies. 

(10) This may be only stupidity on the part of Mr. 
‘John F. Coles,’ but it looks to us very much like 
knavery. To represent the real occurrence and the 
supposed one as analagous, indicates either a shallow 
brain or a bad heart. Is it the abolitionists who turn | 
mobocrats, so that it requires the personal influence 
of some one connected with them to restrain them ? 
When was such an instance ever known? 

(11) Another falsehood. His subsequent conduct 
has satisfied us that his confession did not proceed 
from a disinterested and penitent spirit, and there- 
fore we pronounced him a deceitful man. 
(12) Still another falsehood. We did not say 
or think that ‘Clapp ought to be punished.’ Our 
principles forbid the infliction of any such punish- 
ment as he received, no matter how great a libeller 
he may have been. Considering his coarse and 
broad impeachmeni of the judicial integrity of Justice 
Lummos, we still say that, viewed in a legal and 
judicial point, 11 was on its face an aggravated 
libel—and truly so, if he could not (as he did not) 
sustain it in court, by clearand undeniable evidence. 
Being condemned, we say again, that he was fortu- 
nate in having the lightest penalty inflicted upon him, 
within the power of Judge Ward to pronounce ; and 
he has no claim whatever to be regarded as a suffer- 
er in a righteous cause. Justice Lummus, accused of 
favoritism and perjury in his administration of the 
law, has been held up to public ridicule and scorn, 
because he brought an action for libel against tne ac- 
euser! And extraordinary sympathy is demanded for 
the libeller, as though he had done not only an in- 
nocent, but a highly’ meritorious act! Now, we 
know nothing personally of Justice Lummus. He 
may be a very bad man, and a corrupt magistrate ; 
and in the particular case under consideration, he 
may have given a sentence wholly disproportionate 
to the nature ofthe offence ; but the court did not so 
decide on the trial of Mr. Clapp, and wehave yet to 
learn that the trial was not a perfectly fair one. 
(13) Is there no difference between a false and a 
true accusation? We affirm that Gov. Briggs, in 
summoning the people of this Commonwealth to en- 
gage in the Mexican war, is by just implication every 
thing that was alleged against him in the Anti-Sla- 
very Convention.

Mr. Parker took for his text two ; Exo- 
dus 15, 3, and John 4,8, He began his sermon by 
stating that he had purposely delayed making an 
direct public reference to the war now waging wit 
Mexico, until he could obtain sufficient information 
to enable him to speak impartially and advisedly 
on the subject. He had not spoken of it on the lust 
Sabbath, because just at the close of anniversary 
week, people had not had to time to recover from its 
excitements, and their minds were not in a fit state 
to judge rightly of so momentous a question, ‘Then 
he had merely painted the back ground of the _pic- 
ture, speaking of the beauty of the world, its won- 
derful adaption to the wants of man, the evidence 
it affords of the wisdom and goodness of its Crea- 
tor, and its capacity for improvement. To day he 
would ask the attention of his audience to the dark 
fore-ground, where the horrid forms which sin has 
wrought in the world, stand forth in bold relief. He 
then went on to speak of the various expenses at- 
tendant upon war—the actual outlay of money for 
the support of the army and naval force—the great 
injuries to commerce, thereby affecting all branches 
of business—and, worst of all, the awful waste of 
human life. He regurded war as a heinous sin, 
high treasou to God and man. He did not doubt 
but that war in some cases had advanced civiliza- 
tion, Taking society as it has been in former agers 
some wars may perhaps have been unavoidable. But 
he believed there was a better way to settle all such 
national differences—a stronger power than brute 
force, and it was high time that civilized nations 
should learn it. Much as he abhorred war in all its 
forms, he could not help honoring those noble men, 
the heroes of the American Revolution, who stood 
boldly forth in the support ofa great principle, in 
defence of their dearest rights, holding the Bible in 
one hand and the sword in the other, and met their 
tyrants with a determined resistance. They did 
not take the best course to accomplish the end in 
view, yet he could not but honor them for their self- 
sacrificing spiritand heroic devotion to the cause 
of their country. But what shall we say ofa nation 
which in this enlightened age provokes a war with 
a feebler and inferior nation, fighting, not for the 
support of a true idea, but directly, contrary to it? 
And what, said Mr, P., will be the return that we 
shall get for all this outlay of money and waste of 
life? it mightall be comprised in three things— 
glory, valor, anid talk. As these articles were not 
reckoned in the Price Current, he would estimate 
them at his own price current; the first be would 
set down as nothing, the second as nothing, the 
third as nothing, the sum total of which would be a 
figure denoting zero. He said that our national 
honor was already trampled in the dust; that there 
wasa great blame chargeable somewhere—he did 
not say upon whom—bnt that those managers who 
had involyed our country in a war with Mexico, 
either showed the greatest incapacity as statesmen, 
or an utter lack of principle as men.

Our fathers were guil- 
ty of high treason to the Government seventy years 
ago, but what was their treason then, was their glo- 
ry aod the boast of their descendants now. 

Mr. Parker drew a vivid picture of the conse- 
quences of a war brought home to our doors—a war 
between the counties of Suffolk and Middlesex, 


provoked by a dispute in regard to the ownership |

Boston. He sketched with great truth and power 
the preparations for the engagement, with the terri- 
ble slaughter of the troops, the burning of houses, 
the battle-field at the close of the day—Boston and 
Cambridge mothers, sisters and wives searching for 
their sons, husbands and brothers on the bloody 
field—the peaceful moon gliding in silence overhead, 
her beams reflected below in curdling pools of 
blood, and lighting up the horrid scene of death, 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. Parker gave 
some very interesting statistics in relation to the 
expenses of war,—one of which was, that it cost 
more for the annual support ofa single line of bat- 
tle ship—the Ohio, for instance—than the estimated 
yearly expense of all the public schools in Boston, 
added to the expenses of Harvard College.

Mr. Parker, yesterday morning, took as a text 
two passages; Exodus 15:3, and 1 John 4:8, A 
few of the more marked features of his Ciscourse 
we have selected, and although detached ard some- 
times condensed, they will be given as nearly as| 
practicable in his own language.

The New-England Working Men’s 
which met in Boston on the 27th ult. contjnued in 
session through three days, and adjourned to meet 
again at Nashua, N. H. on the 17th of September.

Resolved, That this Association deeply deprecate 
the unhallowed war now being waged with such 
inhuman results between this country and the Re- 
public of Mexico, and now Bari enter their 
protest against having any part or lot in the matter, 
having no lives to lose or money to squander in 
such an ubholy and unprofitable cause, to enhance 
the price of ‘Texas Scrip, and plunder Mexican 
soil for United States officers, slavebolders and 
speculators to convert intoa mart for traffic in hu- 
man blood. and human rights.
